It all started wtien thé Crimson 
editors carefully • disposed of the 
bona fide copies of the Dartmouth 
on the morning of the Indian-Crim- 
son game, and distributed in 'its 
place the Harvard. version with the 
shrieking banner headline "Seven 
Indian ' Starters Overcome by Food 
Poison on Eve of Game." Stunned 
Dartmouth students reportedly 
flocked to the football field to 
volunteer as replacements for the 
gridders strickcii from toxic candy 
rations. ^ • • . , 

But last Saturday mo'.'ning the 
Green had ita revenge. While tho 
real copies of the Crimson were 
floating in the Charles River, Dart- 
ihbuth's' parody of the Harvard 
paper iwas circulated, breaking the 
"news' that Massachusetta Governor 
Paul Dqy^r had condemned tlic re- 
vamped '^Soldicr's Field stadium as 
unsafe.
